It 
Is truo thcro havo been eotno defec- 
tions on tho Conservative side — but of 
what account aro they ? Not ono of 
them, so far as wo aro awaro, could 
even lay claim to being considered a 
publio man — that his parly or tho 
country put much confidenoo in, We 
know what Mr Johnson's opinions are 
and always havo been, about Union, 
and wo know what Martin I. Wilkins, 
Q. C, icould havo been in othor cir- 
cumstances — those circumstances bo- 
ing very much the samo as thoso 
which weighed so strongly with 
another doset'tor from tho camp — II. 
L. "Wotherby. Tho real inon aro ono 
and all sound and truo. Takoaviay 
tho discontented mnlcontonle, becauso 
they could not got an officio, and all 
that remains on tho Anti-Union sido 
worth looking at, aro Joseph Howe 
and William Annand.

Paris, July 7, 1867. 

ALL PLAY AND NO WORK ! 

It is indeed high time that the Imperial 
and Royal visits to Paris should come to 
an end, for the arrivals of Czars, 
Kings, Sultans and Viceroys succeed each 
other in such rapid succession that tho 
Parisian is being constantly called away 
from his work to assist at either the re- 
ception of somo potentate at one of the 
railway stations, or at a review or some 
other festivity got up in honour of the 
numerous sovereigns who this year visit 
the most beautiful capital in tho world, 
thanks to tho untiring efforts of Baron 
Houssmonn. The lion of the day is still 
^he Sultan, who arrived in Paris on the 
20th of last month ; and ho had no sooner 
arrived than ho w»8 required to begin the 
rathor fatiguing pleasures which await all 
sovereigns in tho French capital. On 
Monday ho showed himself to the ever 
curious Parisians in tho grand or 
gala coach, on his way from the Elysec 
Bourbon, where ho has taken up his resi- 
dence, to the Palais do 1' Industrie to 
assist at tho distribution of prizes to ex- 
hibitors at tho Champs do Mars. His 
Highucss was of courso the centre of at- 
traction, and very little attention 
was paid to tho Emperor, the Empress, 
the Prince Imperial, the Prince of Wales, 
and Prince Arthur of England and other 
notabilities, who, too, were present at the 
solemnity which took place at the Palais 
do I'Industrio on Monday. 

THE EXHIBITION*. 

The world's fair may ho said to be a 
decided success and everything has gone 
on most swimmingly since the end of 
April. However, tho building is so vast, 
and the constructions in the park so num. 
erous, that even half a dozen visits do no', 
suffice for ono to see all that is to he ad- 
mired and wondered at, It would even 
take more than a month to properly ex- 
amine the different schools of fine arts 
represented at the Champs do .Mars. 
Many a picture which — should our resi- 
dence not bo Paris— has been made 
familiar to us by means of lithograph and 
photograph will strike us as we wander 
through the French gallery. Oorome's 
"Duel after tho Masked Ball," where we 
see the unfortunate Piorrot lying bleeding 
from tho wound caused by his adversary 
the Harlequin, who himself is being led 
off by his seconds to a hackney coach which 
wc seo waiting in the snow in the back- 
ground, Also bis pictures of the "Roman 
Gladiators in tho Arena," and big exquis- 
itely finished views, perhaps too porce- 
lain like, which represent scenes of 
Eastern life. Opposite to Geromo's 
pictures wc have the chefs d'eeuvre of tba 
great animalicoc, or cattlu painter, Rosa 
Bonheur, who exhibits pictures the result 
of her wanderings in the Highlands of 
Scotland. Amongst others wc have a 
lovely piece representing a (lock of sheep 
being rowed across one of the lochs at the 
foot of Ben Nevis ? Uut the linest of all 
tho works this wonderful female exhibits 
is the "Highland Pony,'' so full of life 
and truth. Fromentin, who delights in 
portraying scenes taken from the life 
of tho Bedouins in tho French Afri- 
can possessions, has a very fine show 
of pictures at the Champs do Mars. 
One, especially, representing a Pantasial, 
attracts considerable attention. Corat 
Daubigny and Froreais are the represen- 
tatives of the modern French school of 
landscape painting, and Cabanel, though 
not <le h premiere force, is a very respec- 
table painter of pictures on a largo bciUo. 
Spain stiows as many good pictures and 
is not so backward as French artists 
would wish us to believe. Its school is 
independent and seems (o ho forming 
itself after the chef-d'euvro of Nolesquy, 
Rcbera and Murillo, such admirable 
specimens of which aro to be found in 
Madrid. In Denmark wo have another inde- 
pendent school that is antithetical to tho art 
of Spain, comparatively poor in oouloring 
and void of tho results of craft of tho palette. 
The painting is a straightforward, opaque 
manner, w thout glazing to any extent. Ti e 
licaiiJinaviaii artists havo limits sot to their 
pictorial success which tlicy cannot pass 
while maintaining their current mode of ex- 
ecuting. SweedOO and Norway differ horn each 
other ia a slight degroo, and but little moro 
from Denmark. The linj is brondly drawn 
between theso sections and that of Rus- 
sia. Swadnn— -the groator part ol its artists 
having studied in Duisoldorf and ia Paris, 



shows more of tho influence of tho German and 
Frenoh schools, llockeat, their greatest ar- 
tist, who diod about two years ago, was a 
pupil of tho well known Uouturo, whose 
studio in tho Rue Fontaine is go familiar to 
many American artists who havo studied in 
Paris under tho great Thomos. Tho King 
of Sweden appears as a vory creditablo 
painter of laudsc ipes on a largo soalo and in 
an effective) manner. 

qUKEN VICTORIA IN PAillfl. 

It is expected that the Queen of England 
will honor us with a visit in a few days, but 
it is tbo intention ol Her Majosty to obaeive 
tho strictest incognito during ber Btay in tho 
capital. It ia Btated that the British Queen 
has at last yielded to tho very pressing 
special invitolioo of tbo Empross of tho 
French. Tho Emperor of Russu, tho King 
of Prussia, and tho Princo his son, left mast 
liberal presents in money for tbo poor of 
Paris, and a host ol BnufT boxes, rings and 
othor trinkeis for tho servants who attended 
upon them during ihoir stay in the French 
capital. 

ISABELLA Or SPAIN AT THE EXHIBITION. 

Our correspondent in Madrid writes us 
that great preparations are being made in 
that city for tho departure of tho Queen and 
a large suito for Paris. Her MnjoBty while 
in Franco will visit her mother, Queen 
Christina, who has bought a magnificent ma- 
rine villa in tho neighbourhood of Havre. 

THE OAAMI'3 DE MARS, 

The receipts of the Exhibition continao to 
increaso far beyond what was expectod. 
Tho estimated oxpendituro was twenty mil- 
lions of Iranes ; of that sum six were fur- 
nished by the state, six by tho city of Paris, 
and eight subscribed by tho guaranteo asso- 
ciation. The latter amount represents tho 
probablo receipts. If they do not mako up 
tho eight millions, the society makes up the 
difference. If, on tho contrary, they exceed 
that umount, tho surplus is divided between 
tho thrco contracting parties, ie proportions 
determined beforehand. Tho guaranteo as- 
sociation has no active control. The Imper- 
ial Commission is bound to do all in its 
power to prevent nDy loss to tho member?, 
but no one is entitled to iutorfero on bohalf 
of the society should any measure prejudicial 
to its interests be taken. Much has been 
s iid of tho conception and tho eagornosa for 
gain of tho Imperial commission, which is 
confounded on this point with the guarantee- 
ing company. The object of tho commission 
in reeking to let everything it could and as 
high os poasiblo was ciuipiy to romain within 
the limits of the authorized expenditure ol 
twenty millions.

An American on Ibe Paris Exhibition. 



Dr Prime, writing to tho New York 
Observer, says : — 

"It is no secret that the thing is in 
the hands of the French, and that all tho 
profit and most of the glory arc to be 
secured for tho grand nation. For this 
Lhe Exhibition was conceived. So fur 
from being a fair and generous rivalry or 
competition of the world's art and industry 
in which the weakest and farthest island 
or kingdom might show its noblest work, 
and obtain tho reward it might deserve, it 
proves to be a mighty scheme for the 
glorification of the French at the expense 
of mankind. Eight gold medals were to 
lie awarded to tho best painting. Tho 
Jury, on which were twelve Frenchmen, 
decided, that these medals should be dis ■ 
tributed among several countries accord- 
ing to the amount of work they had con- 
tributed to the Exhibition ! Not accord- 
ing to merit, but to the square yards of 
canvas each had daubed and hung in the 
Palaco. Was anything so absurd ever 
conceived in the world of art 'I But it 
had a purpose. Tho rule gavo four of 
the premiums to tho French Department, 
for they have easily put up as many pic- 
tures as all the rest together. And on 
tho Jury were four of the greatest paint- 
ers of Franco, and the four medals were 
divided among these four Jurymen, who 
were also exhibitors of pictures. It is a 
scandal of the lowest order. It is enough 
to taint tho entire exhibition. What can 
be more dishonorable than to award a 
premium to a jury who ia appointed to 
judge of the merits of others i It is said 
that these painters deserved tho distinc- 
tion, and perhaps they did, and would 
have honorably attnined it, if they hail 
not been in the way to vote it to them- 
selves, lint as the thing now stands, tho 
offence is rank, and will not bo goou for- 
given or forgotten.

when lj'inp at rest, have little o.' the rugged- 
ness and the ungraciousness which iluy car- 
ried with them through the world. Even 
olii u^e — old age sinking out in decay — aken 
a strange beauty at tho close, anil a score ol 
years, with the (arrows and the lines of year-, 
disappear, to permit, as it were, a trace of 
the beautiful childtimo to return ngaio, Os 
is it that all our other laces were "false 
faces " except this ? Perhaps so. Death in 
very sincere and very Iruthlul. It would b^ 
pleasant at least to think that when piBsion 
WnB spent, tho BOokot burned down, and 
thought and brain asleep, nature herself 
comes to vindicate whatever is good in us by 
a distinct and final manifestation.

Terrible Collisiou in Hie Straits. 

Information readied losvn lust liiglit to 
tho eflect Ihot thts Hawaiian Bliip Silas 
Greentmui, Capt Lawrence, put into Royal 
Eoada on Sunday ovouiii"; in distress, having 
collided witli the American f-liip Elizabeth 
Kiinhal, from Port Gamble, ofl Noah Bay. 
A dense log prevailed at the timoi The 
Silas Groenmau wa.9 standing on tho star- 
board tack when alio waa struck in tho waist 
on the pot t side by the Elizabeth Ki tubal, and 
cut to the walea eight indies from tho water's 
edge. Tho accident occurred at about eight 
o'clock p.m. on Saturday, and tho fog pre- 
vailing through the night the vessel was 
kept on the port lack, buckirjg aud Qlliog, 
until noon on Sunday, when tho log cleared 
oil' and tho captain put the ship's bead for 
Itoyal UoaO, where sho waits orders from 
San Francisco. 

Firemen's Drill -Tho three fire com- 
panies proceeded, at tho top of bell, on Satur- 
day afternoon, to the corner of Vutes and 
Government ptrcetp, where tho Tiger and 
Deluge engines drew water from the public 
water tanks, and forced it in powerful 
Streams over tho St. Nicholas Hotel. The 
Hooks and Ladders were unlimbored 
by the truck boys, who oscd them in scaling 
walls nnd pulling down irnagianry obstruc- 
tions. Af;ur " taking up," the companies, in 
obedience to a second alarm, ran the appa- 
ratus to the Hudson Bay Company's wharf, 
nnd then proceeded homeward. The drill, 
which was conducted undor the direction o( 
Acting Chief Burues, prorod highly success- 
ful aud was witnessed by many interested 
spectators. 

Not Dead.— Several winks ago wo an* 
Bounced, under the usual heading, tho de- 
mise of a Mr C, formerly well known as a 
resident of Victoria, who, it was said, had 
died on an out-of-the-way creek at Cariboo. 
The friends ol the " departed " man mourned 
him as {' one numbered with the dead," and 
donned tho usual babiliaments of mourning 
in respect to his memory. On Saturday last, 
however, a gentleman doing business on 
Fort street, received a letter of late date from 
tho reported dead man, who, from bis vigor- 
ous sty le of writing, would lead one to sup- 
pose that if ho really be dead he has not yet 
become awaro of tho fact himself, and being 
the party most interested it is reasonable to 
suppose ho would have tho earliest informa- 
tion on the subject. 

The Price of Gas. — A movement is rn 
foot among thi consumers of gas to procure 
a reduction in the price of the illuminator. 
It is stated, we believe correctly, that gas is 
higher here than elsewhere, and that not- 
withstanding coal cost* much less at Vic- 
toria than at San Francisco, the rates 
charged by bur gas company (S7 50 per 
thousand feet) is far in excess of that im- 
posed at the Bay City. The promoters of 
this movement, failing to induce a reducti n 
in the rale, will pledge tl ear- e' ves to burn 
coal oil, which, it is claimed, eveu at SI per 
gallm, is one— third cheaper than gas. Tie 
feeling is general, that a considerable reduc- 
tion, in view of the hard times-, ought to be 
acceded to by the Company. 

Performance at the Theatre. — The 
perku fiiance at tho tl ca re on Saturday even- 
ing was" largely attended, and gave the 
greatest Batislaotion to those present.

Despatches foii Cariboo.— It is rumored 
that Government, on Saturday, received con- 
firmatory intelligence of the last oulrago on 
Grouse Creek, and that despatches of an im- 
portant nature wore forwarded by speeial mes- 
senger on l bo Leviathan, which left this on 
Saturday night, at ten o'clock, for New 
Westminster. The nature of these despatches 
has not transpired ; but it is bintsd around 
that vigorons steps are at last to be taken to 
suppress this incipient rebellion and bring 
tho participators to punishment.

Cherry Creek Silver Mines 
Amongst tho passengers who arrived 
from Ynlo yesterduy were Mr. Claudet, 
Superintendent of Assay, nnd Mr Goo. 
Deitz, who have just returned from tho 
Cherry creek silver mines— the Washoe of 
British Columbia. Mr. Deitz brought 
down with him a lump of tho oro (54 
pounds in weight) which had been broken 
from a section taken from the lead, 150 
pounds in weight. It is of the rich blue 
oro to which wo alluded a few weeks ago 
as having assayed so satisfactorily. Tho 
lead is three feet in width aud looks ex* 
ceedingly well as far as it has been follow- 
ed. The men now employed on the lead 
are engaged in directing the waters of the 
creek so as to admit of further workingr. 
Mr Deitz, one of the heaviest shareholders, 
appears greatly elated at tho prospects of 
these mines. — i\ r .
